TEL AVIV, July 18 (R) — Jewish ultra-nationalists have estab- 
iLshed a new settlement on the occupied West Bank without 
government authorisation and obtained a temporary supreme 
court injunction banning military attempts to remove them. Milit- 
ary sources said that 40 residents of the Elkana Jewish village 
moved yesterday to a hilltop site several kilometres away from 
their outpost and fenced it off. Tire settlers, mostly new immig- 
rants from the Soviet Union, built a wooden hut and put up 
several tents, the sources said. Members of the new settlement 
told journalists they had been waiting for government permission 
to set up a new village in the area but a final decision has been held 
up. They appealed to the Israeli Supreme Court which issued a - 
temporary injunction banning the government frpm evicting the 
squatters before another court hearing set for next. week.

Prime Minister Hoss did not 
mention the Falangists by name, 
but said in a speech that there was 
now a real danger of the country's 
partition.

*The Falangists have denied that 
they are planning to partition the 
country, but the prospect of this 
brought a warning from Damas- 
cus, which said that Syria could not 
stand idly by "in the face of 
attempts to revive isolationist par- 
tition plans in Lebanon." 

The Falangist strike appeared 
to have scuttled plans for i he cre- 
ation of a government of national 
unity in which paramilitary lead- 
ers and the heads of political par- 
ties would participate. 

But two days ago President 
Elias Sarkis, in an apparent 
attempt to restart political moves 
towards reconciliation, accepted 
the resignation of Dr. Hoss but 
asked him to stay on in a caretaker 
capacity until a new cabinet could 
be formed. 

Press reports said roday an 
announcement of a new prime 
minister was expected in the next 
three days.

Dr. Bakhtiar. the deposed 
Shah's last prime minister, was 
accused earlier this week of being 
linked with a coup attempt in Iran. 

The exiled politician told 
French television today he had 
been receiving death threats 
almost daily. He said only last 
month Islamic judge Ayatollah 
Sadeq Khalkhali announced that 
orders had been given for his 
assassination. In Tehran today. 

Ayatollah Khalkhali denied any 
connection to this attack.

between the Israeli and Egyptian 
leaders. President Anwar Sadat 
was quoted Friday as saying he 
hud cancel led plans for a summit 
meeting with Prime Minister 
Mcnaehem Begin. 

“Considering Begins depre- 
ssed mood, which was rellecied in 
his wounding personal attacks on 
me, there is no place tor another 
summit between us at this lime." 
Mr. Sadat told the Ycdioi 
Ahnronot newspaper. 

According to the newspaper. 
Mr. Sadat said he had planned to 
visit Israel soon to meet Mr. 
Begin. But Israeli officials expre- 
ssed surprise ut Mr. Sudul's com- 
ments. insisting no summit was 
planned and Mr. Sadat had not 
responded to Beyin's long- 
standing invitation to visit here. 

President Sadat wa> com- 
menting on a strong statement ear- 
lier this week from Mr. Begin 
denying Egyptian charges that 
Israel was to blame for the dead- 
lock in Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations.

Iran banker predicts 
‘tremendous’ inflation 

TEHRAN, July 18 (R)--Iran’s top banker warns that his country 
faces “tremendous" inflation because of a huge budget deficit. 

Mr. AH Reza Nobari said in a television interview that the budget 
deficit was greater than the government's income. "This is truly 
.unique and will bring about tremendous inflation," Mr. Nobair said. 

He said the government had envisaged oil bringing in $23 billion in 
the Persian year that begen ou March 20. "It might not even come to 
SI0 billion," he said. 

- -The government -originally predicted a $6.6 billion deficit after 
spending $40 billion, but it now planned an emergency budget based 
on. a -510 billion income from oil, he added. 

President Aboi Hassan Bani-Sadr has said inflation was 50 per 
- cent, but Mr. Nobari said this had increased in the past two months. 

•“(With) every legal insecurity in this country, even the whip that 
quite unnecessarily comes down on somebody's head, prices will go 
• . up. If we say we can fight prices with whips, it is wrong." he S3id in a 
reference to the flogging of profiteers on the orders of the country's 
religious courts. 

Mr. Nobari said civil.servants had suffered a 60 to 70 per cent cut in 
purchasing power since the revolution that ousted the Shah. Con- 
fidence in the banking system must be retained so that people's 
savings could be invested in boosting production, he said. 

EEC set to decide 
on ME ‘fact-finders’ 

■BELGRADE, July 18 (R) - The European Economic Community 
(EEC) will decide on sending its fact-finding mission to the Middle 
■ F-aq at a meeting of the community's foreign ministers in Brussels 
next Tuesday, West German Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher said here today. 

Mr. Genscher, currently on an official visit to Yugoslavia, was 
answering questions at a press conference in Belgrade. 

“Weftbe EEC foreign ministers) will discuss the matter at our 
meeting m Brussels next Tuesday. I hope the mission, led by Lux- 
embourg Deputy Prime Minister and Foreign Minister Gaston 
Thorn, would leave for the Middle East as early as possible," Mr. 

*. . Genscher told journalists. 

Luxembourg currentiy holds the chairmanship of the EEC. 

Mr. Genscher added that he would have a meeting with the 
secretary general of the Arab League, Mr. Chadli Kjjbi, in Bonn next 
Monday. 

The plan to send such a mission to Israel and Arab countries to 
assist moves for a Middle East peace settlement came out of the 
western leaders* summit meeting in Venice last month.

The status of occupied 
Jerusalem has been one of the 
main obstacles id the autonomy 
talks, with the Israeli and Eav- 


ptian sides arguing over Israel's 
moves to make the city its undi- 
vided capital. 

President Sadat was quoted as 
saving in the interview: 
"Jerusalem should not be divided 
and one mayor, either an Israeli or 
an Arab, should run the city. He 
should be elected by the resi- 
dents." 

There were now about four 
times more Jews in Jerusalem than ’ 
the 180.000 Arabs of East 
Jerusalem, which was captured by 
Israel in 1967. 

President Sadat said that Arab 
flags should then fly over Muslim 
holy sites. Mr. Begin has already 
rejected that suggestion, saying he 
would allow Arab flags to be 
hoisted in Jerusalem only when 
the Arab states recognised Israel 
and Jerusalem as its capital and set 
up embassies in the city.

BA.GHDAD. July IS (API - 
Presideni Saddam Hussein has 
lashed out at neighbouring Iran, 
saying Iraq's good neighbour pol- 
icy had been met with "obnoxious 
racism and stands *»t v.miiv."

The 42-ycar-o!d president 
addressed (he nation b\ television 
Thureduy on the twelfth anniver- 
sary of the Baaihist revolution in 
Iraq. 

Several hundred journalists and 
observers had been invited to 
Baghdad for the annual celeb- 
ration. Among them is - Mi>s Van- 
essa Redgrave, the British actress, 
who is leading a delegation of the 
Revolutionary Labour Party. 

In his speech Mr. Hussein con- 
demned what he called the 
"expansionist policy ol Iran.” 

He was referring lo claims bv 
some Iranian religious leaders lo 
the Arab state of Bahrain in the 
Persian Gulf. Iraq has said ir will 
defend the Gulf against such 
claims and has deman Jed the 


return of three small but strategic 
Gulf islands occupied by Iran 
under the Shah in 1971. 

Mr. Hussein said the policy’ of 
Iranian rulers was based on "rac- 
ism. grudge and backwardness" 
and he added: "They have 
incurred catastrophes, problems, 
hloodbaths. contradictions and 
internal complexity as u result. 

Mr. Hussein used the occasion 
of the anniversary celebration to 
announce SI 9.5 million low- 
interest Joan to Pakistan and a 
S6.5 million loan to Vietnam to 
help it offset increases in the price 
of oil. 

He also attacked corruption in 
Arab slates, railing oil wealth a 
"double-edged sword " Iraq is the 
second largest oil exporter (after 
Saudi Arabia) in the Middle East 
selling 3.2 million barrels a day

Waldheim prepared 
to announce special 
Palestine session 

UNITED NATIONS, July 18 {R) - Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim will announce on Monday the convening of an emergency 
special session of the U.N. General Assembly on Palestine, his 
spokesman said today. 

The session would begin at 1430 GMT Tuesday morning under 
the presidency of Mr. Salim Ahmed Salim of Tanzania. 

Mr. Yehuda Blum, the chief delegate of Israel, is expected to 
denounce the move at a press conference on Monday. 

So far, only one U.N. member, the United States, has come out 
formally in opposition to the proposal to hold the emergency session, 
which follows an American veto of a Security Council resolution 
endorsing statehood for the Palestinians. France, however, has ques- 
tioned its legal basis. 

Most of the Western European members are expected to make 
no response to Mr. Waldheim's canvass, conducted at the request of 
the chairman of the U.N. Palestinian Rights Committee, Mr. Fardou 
Kane of Senegal. 

Mr. Kane is expected to be the first speaker on Tuesday. 

A number of Arab and other Third World foreign ministers 
planned to attend the session, the U.N. spokesman said. Mr. Kune 
made his request under the Assembly's 1950 “uniting for peace" 
resolution, which provides that a majority of U.N. members can 
convene an emergency session of the Assembly when a big- power 
veto in the Security Council keeps the U.N. from acting for peace. 

The U.S. mission spokesman, Mr.. Thomas Viola, said Thursday. 
"To call for an emergency session on 24 hours' notice in July after a 
veto in the Security Council in April is patent abuse of the so-called 
'uniting for peace' procedure, which is intended to be used only when 
•there appears to be a threat to the peace, breach of the peace or act 
of aggression. Obviously none of these conditions are met in the 
present case. 

"It is also apparent that all aspects of the question of Palestine 
have been afforded continuing scrutiny by the Security Council in 
recent months, and as the General Assembly agenda in the fall 
includes the ‘question of Palestine' as an item for debate, an 
emergency... session now is unwarranted."

MUST WE be reduced to watching horrified as. Lebanon 
slides once again into bloody chaos— a chaos which this 
time will almost certainly be fatal?

dissolution. The Israelis do not try to conceal their exploi- 
tation of the opportunity with which Arabs who are not 
prepared to live peacefully with each other have presented 
the common Zionist enemy. 

An editorial in the Jerusalem Post yesterday noted: 
“For years Lebanon’s small Christian community 
—forward-looking, western-oriented and increasingly 
threatened by a growing Muslim majority— 
has been looked upon as Israel's most natural potential ally 
in the region. The outbreak of the Lebanese civil war five 
years ago helped solidify the earlier natural (though not 
always fully warranted) sympathy into something akin to a 
political alignment.” The paper specifically pointed to 
“Israeli sponsorship of Major Haddad’s semi-autonomous 
enclave along Israel's frontier.” 

It is therefore to be deduced that the Israelis are 
equally keen on “sponsoring" the establishment of a simi- 
lar Christian enclave in the north of Lebanon. And that fits 
into a strategy to encircle, and ultimately liquidate, all 
other elements in Lebanon, including the Palestinian resis- 
tance whose existence there derives from the first waves of 
Palestinian emigration when the Zionist state was estab- 
lished in Palestine. 

When the two parts of Yemen went briefly to war 
more than a year ago, the Arab League, at the initiative of 
sister states including Jordan, stepped in and resolved the 
crisis through negotiation. The interests of the Arab Nation 
were put first. That settlement not only has stuck, but has 
fostered new moves towards Yemeni unity. 

No-one denies that the Lebanese situation is 
intimidatingly complex. But has Lebanon run out of pat- 
riotic members of the Arab family who are not prepared to 
see their country serve as a stepping stone for Zionism's 
expansionist aspirations? 

Let the Arab community ponder the very real threat 
posed to its very existence by another slide into chaos in 
Lebanon. And let that community act accordingly before it 
is too late. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: The current events in Lebanon indicate that the country 
is now at a crossroads. Its people will either succeed in preserving 
unity and the country's territorial integrity, and this is what those 
who are keen on Arab solidarity hope for, or the nation will 
disintegrate and be tom apart as a result of communal strife and 
the greed and arrogance of its communal leaders. 

No one wants Lebanon to be overburdened with problems and 
its sovereignty encroached upon, nor does anyone wish to see 
Lebanon snatched away from the Arab Nation or once again 
transformed into an arena of violence where Arab blood is sbed 
by Arab hands at a time when the enemy lies in wait for the right 
opportunity to achieve its expansionist aims in Lebanon. 

Needless to say the Lebanese themselves are responsible for 
choosing their own course and determining their own future. They 
are no doubt concerned with the current efforts of President Elias 
Sarkis to form a new government grouping various political fac- 
tions as a first step towards maintaining' the country’s nationai 
unity and territorial sovereignty. 

If these efforts succeed then Lebanon will remain united and its 
Arab image and sovereignty preserved. 

It is time that the Lebanese rose above the level of their internal 
differences and bypassed all obstacles in the path of their unity. It 
'is time for them to rescue their country from grave dangers no less 
serious than those inherent in the Camp David agreements. 

AL DUSTOUR: The political and national concepts contained in 
President Saddam Hussein’s speech Thursday reflect a respons- 
ible and mature Arab awareness of the need for strong Arab 
solidarity in view of the challenges confronting the Arab Nation. 

The Iraqi president’s call for bolstering in ter- Arab cooperation 
conforms with the ideas of His Majesty King Hussein and the 
recent statement of Saudi- Arabian Crown Prince Fahd Ibn Abdul 
Aziz. Therefore it is possible to predict that from now until the 
convening of the 1 1th Arab summit in November, there will be 
intensive Arab activity aimed at unifying Arab stands, thus paving 
the way for a successful meeting, expected to be crucial and a 
turning point in the history of the Arab Nation. 

The president explained in his speech, marking the 17th 
anniversary of the Iraqi Revolution that the enormous Arab oil 
wealth should not be monopolised but ought to be employed as a 
: weapon to the advantage of Arab solidarity helping the Arab 
■ Nation to confront its avaricious enemies. 

- . Once those rich Arab states realise that their oil will run out one 

- day and.that investing wealth abroad is not in the best interests of 
the Arab Nation, they will certainly change their attitude toward 
developing the .Arab countries. 

The recent Arab endorsement of an Iraqi resolution con- 
sidering the 1980s as the decade for Arab development was only a 
first step towards achieving equity among Arab states. The con- 
tinuous presence of underdeveloped and backward Arab states 
creates instability ip the structure of the Arab Nation and is bound 
to cause breaches in its ranks. 

• The concepts put forward by the Iraqi president are worthy of 
' Arab leaders' interest and support since they actually reflect the 
Arab Nation's convictions and aspirations.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 
18 (Agencies)— A plan for

Tourism director goes to 
London to ‘market Jordan’

AMMAN, July 18 -The Director 
General of the Ministry of Tour- 
ism, Mr. Michael Hamarneh, 
leaves for London on Monday to 
take part in a “marketing week for 
Jordan." 

During the visit, Mr. Hamarneh 
will brief British travel agents.und 
writers on tourism and travel 
^bout Jordan's plans to devetop its 
tourist industry and improve its 
services. 


The highlight of the visit will t>e 
a seminar organised by the 
London-based James Morris 
Travel Agency “to promote Jor- 
dan as a unique tourist attraction 
for travellers from the United 
Kingdom.” Mr. Hamarneh told 
the Jordan Times tonight. 

“This is the first time we go out 
in a planned programme to mar- 
ket Jordan.” he said, adding that 
he was optimistic the visit would 
produce fruitful results because 
“Britain traditionally is the coun- 
try that has sent the largest 
number of tourists to Jordan." 

Mr. Hamarneh also said a Jor- 


danian tourist office will soon be 
opened in London to promote 
tourism to Jordan. He added that 
James Morris will start soon to 
send British and French tourisi 
groups to Jordan. 

Mr. Hamarneh said the Minis- 
try of Tourism and Antiquities 
plans similar campaigns to market 
Jordan in Europe. The next one. 
he told the Jordan Times, would.,, 
be carried out in Belgium 
"towards tbtrcntf of tfifir. year.'* 

Representatives of Alia,' th'e 
Royal Jordanian Airline, as well 
as local travel agents will join the 
government delegation on the 
Belgium campaign, Mr. Humar- 
neh said. 

Receipts from tourism went up 
28 per cent, from JD 104 million 
in 1 978 to J D 1 33 million in 1979, 
according to statistics compiled 
recently by the Ministry of Tour- 
ism. The number of tourists com- 
ing to Jordan last year was up by 
II per cent from 1978. Arrivals 
jumped from 1.1 million people to 
1.2 million. 

Altogether Europe's share of 
the arrivals was up by 18.9 per 
cent, from 83,539 in 1978 to 
99,321 in 1979.

visitors. 

A lack of publicity— in this care 
sadly ironic since the artist is him- 
self an employee in the ministry’s 
public relations department- and 
of signs showing the way to the 
gallery is largely to blame for the 
poor attendance at his show. But 
the unassuming Mr. Hamdan has 
had to cope with the added mis- 
fortune of not only putting on u 
show at the height of the summer, 
during Ramadan, but also in the 
wake of the sudden, tragic death 
of the late prime minister, whore 
widow Layla has been one of the 

artist’s staunchest supporters. 

Mr. Hamdan is one of (he first 
proteges of the artist who is now 
his boss at the ministry, Mr. 
Mohanna Durr a. Nearly a decade 
ago, when Mr. Hamdan was a 
sixteen-year-old schoolboy won- 
dering if he could go ahead against 
l.imily pressures and study art, Mr. 
Durra persuaded him to join the 
Institute of Fine Art (of which he 
was then director). 

in those days the institute 
ottered a lout -year diploma 
course. At the end of his studies 
there in 1974. the results were so 
encouraging that Omar went on 
scholarship for a further four years 
in Rome.

It was while in Rome that the 
student broke away from his 
strictly classical style of painting 
“to work in a freer way,” as he 
explains— a mode in which he 
developed hh» technique of using 
colour which could best be desd- 
hed us abstract impressionism. 
Mr. Hamdan admits to a deep 
admiration for the impressionists 
as well os for Matisse, Mondrian 
and a number of contemporary 
Italian artists with whom he 
came in contact in Rome. The 
result is dynamic. ' 

Mr. Hamdan’s works have an 
international rather than lucai 
character. Neither in his choice of 
colours nor in form do his paint- 
ings suggest an influence from his 
immediate environment. 

In marked contrast to most ol 
his Jordanian counterpans, he 
does not rely on "desert" colours 
xd hrowns, reds or yellow ochre. 
His palcte is (at more extensive 
with a tendancy 10 use primary 
colours plus creams and white. 
This gives his picture a 1 cmarkahl v 
fresh ieel. 

Nor does he mix his colours in a 
mushy uncontrolled manner, but 
he keeps each area of colour, 
applied in bold wide brushstrokes, 
clearly separate. "I am very care- 
ful to keep the areas of colour 
clean,” he says, "although 1 some- 
times mix line and colour 
together.” 

“I use white a tot to give the 
colour perspective.” he adds, 
standing before an oil entitled 
"Against Form”— a purely abs- 
tract piece in which a dynamic 
sense of depth is conveyed by the 
use of just three or four colours 

Among the other works in 
which one can discern no concrete 
image, "Reflection", a study in 
blues, and" Red and Blue”, whose 
title is self explanatory, are out- 
standing. At this point one should 
also add that Mr. Hamdan is an 
artist with enough sensitivity and 
pride in his work not to include 
“duds’* in the show. None of his 
works could be described as weak. 

\mong those paintings in which 
certain images can be discerned or 


conjured up with the help of the 
imagination is one of only two 
works in the whole show which 
bear a local character. "From the 
South of Jordan” is a dramatic 
study of the rocks of Wadi Rum. 
Another discernible landscape, 
entitled simply “Impression”, is 
an explosive scene in orange and 
blue— one of the simplest, from 
the point of view of colour techni- 
que. on display. 

The second piece with a local 
subject, although in this care 
purely imaginary, is a town scene 
which could he anywhere in the 
region. Mr. Hamdan gives this 
well-worth theme an original 
touch by incorporating a rough 
tcxtur.il quality thiough using 
riKv/onile as a base on which to 
paint. 

\mong the lemainme works, a 
handful ot portraits, also highly 
original, are uoith noting. Apart 
Irom one small study of .1 young 
m.m taken from life, these too are 
mainly imaginary. The .trust 
proves his mastery m colour 
technique by executing one of his 
oils. .1 study of an old man, almost 
entirely in white, in another highly 
distinctive piece, an anonymous 
person, with areas ot grey in place 
ot eves, appears almost to move 
across the canvas— so powcilul is 
the feeling the "artist manages to 

express. 

\ study o! .1 man*- lace, 
swathed in uhuiui, is tine example 
of the artist's talent in using con- 
trast and harmony at the same 
time, a characteristic which 
imbues all his work and makes it 
so compelling. 

Mr. Hamdan even has on show 
a large study of a nude girl which 
owes something to Mondrian. He 
painted it from a live model in his 
studio in \mman, although the 
girl jumped up in a hurry after 
only five minutes and rushed off 
afraid of the scandal she might 
cause. As the artist ruefully 
explains, he has made her face 
.unrecognisable with his typical 
shading of the eyes. 

Two years back home after the 
freedom of Rome may have been 
hard to adjust to, but Mr. Hamdan 


manages, despite the dis- 
appointing general luck of interest 
in original an here. As he says, 
“once 1 get home and start paint- 
ing, I forget the troubles of the 
world outside”. 

It is a pity, all the same, that his 
exhibition has not generated more 
response. 


Mr. Durra. brimming over with 
enthusiasm for his former pupil's 
progress, has decided to prolong 
the exhibition, which wax due to 
end this week, until Tuesday. July 
22. This is done in the hope that a 
few more people might find their 

way to this refreshingly original 
and appealing, show.

July 18 (R) - A West German consortium has signed a 
320 million mark (SI 80 million) oil and natural gas exploration 
agreement with the Algerian state hydrocarbons company Sona- 
trach, consortium member Saarbergwerke AG said. 

A com pan v spokesman told Reuters the agreement, signed in 
Algiers on Saturday, gives Sonatrach 60 percent and the con- 
sortium 40 per cent of eventual production in an 1 1,000 square- 
kilometre area. 

Other members of the consortium are Veba Oel AG, Win- 
tershal! AG. and Union Rheinische Braunkohlfcn Kraftstoff AG,

World Bank proposes %200b fund 


COLOMBO. July 18 ( R) -- The World Bank development com- 
mittee's task force has proposed a S200 billion fund to channel 
Arab oil surpluses and other money into grants or cheap loans for 
certain developing countries, an official spokesman said here 
yesterday. 

Arab countries belonging to the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPECI had shown keen interest in loaning 
the fund in preliminary discussions with the task force. Saudi 
Arabia had offered one million dollars to the fund, he said. 

Under the plan. OPEC would guarantee to repay losses 
incurred by the fund and subsidise low interest rates on loans. Sri 
Lanka would be among the countries qualifying for aid. 

The spokesman said the preliminary plans would have to be 
ratified by all potential contributors to the fund. Discussions have 
been arranged tentatively for next September. 

OPEC surpluses for the next five >ears are placed at S100 
hi I lion a year, and the fund's proponents suggest it should receive 
40 per cent of this amount. 

To qualify for aid. developing countries would have to pursue 
liberal policies to improve their balance of payments.

East German Juergen Fanghanel. generally regarded as 
Stevenson's most dangerous rival, is in the lower half of the draw 
and 'can meet the Cuban only in the final. Cuba and the Soviet 
Union, who are expected ro dominate the boxing, will confront 
each other in the early stage of two weight categories. 

Jorge Hernandez, Olympic light-flyweight champion, and Rus- 
sian Viktor Miroshnichenko will meet in a second series flyweight 
bout, Russian and Afghan boxers avoided an immediate con- 
frontation but their lightweights could meet in a second Series 
bout. 

A total of 273 boxers will compete for the eleven titles, six more 
than in Montreal four years ago. 

On the other hand, in an all-out effort to combat the creation of 
“artificial’'' athletes, anti-doping measures at the Moscow Oly- 
mpics are expected to be more effective than at any previous 
international sporiing event. 

Lord Killanin told a press conference today the IOC had 
pioneered ways of countering “the recent development of the 
artificial man and the artificial woman through the use of anabolic 
steroids and other drugs." 

He criticised a recent decision by the international Amateur 
Athletic Federation to reinstate five East European women 
athletes who had originally been banned for taking muscle- 
btrilding steroid drugs. Without referring directly to the athletes 
or the federation, he said: “ It seems strange that somebody can be 
disqualified from the Olympics, perhaps for life, for taking 
money, but that he could be reinstated after being found guilty of 
taking drugs.” 

The head of the Moscow Olympics anti-doping team. Professor 


Viktor Rogozkin, expects the results of dope tests to be available 
within 24 hours — compared with several days at the 1976 
Montreal Games. 

The first four competitors in each event and one other chosen at 
random from among the top 10 will undergo dope tests as soon as 
they le-jve the arena. Professor Rogozkin said he believed the use 
of increasingly sophisticated computers would result in greater 
speed, reliability and objectivity, in testing procedures. 

Team officials are becoming increasingly worried about the 
possibility of steroid drugs being detected among their athletes. - 
Last night, Yugoslavia .announced -it had dropped three com- 
- petitors from its Olympic team after positive dope tests. 

The International Amateur Athletic Federation is expected to - 
be fiercely criticised at its congress here next week over its deci- 
sion to reinstate the five East European 'women who had served 
only 111 months of .a minimum 1 8- month suspension. 

In the five years since steroid tests were introduced!, a total of 24 ‘ 
track and field athletes have been banned for using the drugs. The 
Internationa! Rowing Federation banned two Russians- last 
month for 1 8 months after positive steroid tests — the first doping 
case in the history of the sport. 

Dutchman might win Tour de France • 

ST. ETIENNE. France, July 18 (R) — • Dutchman Joop .' 
Zoctemelk won today's 20th stage of the Tour de France, stretch- 
ing his overall-lead to more than six minutes and virtually guaran- 
teeing himself final victory when the cycling epic end*, in Paris on • 
Sunday. 

The 34-year-old Zoetemelk. five times runner-up in this * 
event but never a winner, said after a commanding win in the 34.5 ' 
kilometre individual time trial: “ Barring accidents I think I should 
win now. There are only two stages left and although tomorrow's 
is long it should not be too difficult." 

Behind him the battle for second place hotted up as his com- 
patriot Hennie Kuiper overtook Frenchman Raymond Martin in 
the overall placing* to lie six minutes and 47 seconds behind the 
leader. Kuiper finished fourth in the time trial but Martin, the only 
Frenchman left in the top five, was well down the field.

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Bolivian president held 
as army launches coup 


LA PA Z, Bolivia, July 18 (AP) ~ 
Bolivia's armed forces overthrew 
President Lidia Gueiler yesterday and 
annulled the outcome of last month’s 
election to determine her successor. 
The military-controlled radio 


announced that Mrs. Gueiler, who 
was arrested with her 17 cabinet 
ministers, bad resigned and turned 
over power to a junta of armed service 
commanders. 


The coup, -Bolivia's 109th in its 
155 years of independence, met 

resistance by tin workers, who 
reportedly occupied mines outside 
the capital. But the military 
appeared to be in complete con- 
trol of La Paz, where hundreds of 
persons were reported arrested. 

Commanders of the army, air 
force and navy announced they 
would name a president from 
among the military and decree 
new statures governing political 
parties and labour relations. 

The announcement said 
-Bolivia's Congress, elected June 
29, bad been disbanded. The 
Congress was to have convened 
Aug. 6 and was expected to ratify 
Mr. Herman Siles Zuazo's pres- 
idential victory in the June 29 
election. Mr. Siles Zuazo won a 
plurality of 34 per cent of the vote, 
which the military junta 
denounced as “fraudulent.” 

The junta announced it would 
respect the Bolivian constitution 
of 1967 “except where it conflicts 
with the objectives of the new 
government” and seek to main- 
tain diplomatic relations with all 
.nations. 

Tanks and troop's were in the 
streets and sporadic firing was 
reported in the capital. 

Sources said the men behind the 
coup were army commander Gen. 
Luis Garcia Meza and air force 
commander Gen. Waldo Bernal 


Pareiga. Gen. Garda said a few 
days before the election that the 
campaign had plunged Bolivia 
into “chaos and confusion.” Gen. 
Bernal joined Gen. Garda's 
attack by calling Mr. Herman Siles 
Zuazo, who won a plurality and 
was expected to be named pres- 
ident in the congressional run-off, 
a representative of “.international 
communism.” 

Civilians near the presidential 
palace began digging up the 
streets and gathering wood and tin 
from nearby construction sites to 
build barricades, witnesses said. 
Signs “Death to the fascist coup- 
makers” and "Long live the Boli- 
vian Labour Federation,” went up 
.in the streets. 

At least one person was 
reported killed in a gunfight at a 
union headquarters. Labour lead- 
ers called for a general strike to 
protest the takeover and urged 
civilians to block roads so military 
vehicles could not move. 

The military uprising began 
early yesterday morning in the 
northern city of Trinidad, where 
rebellious troops took over gov- 
ernment offices. 

It spread quickly to La Paz. 
Radio stations and the union 
headquarters were occupied. 
Armoured cars surrounded the 
university. Military units spread 
out through the city, closing the 
airport and attempting to shut off 


all communications to the outside 
world. 

Four soldiers, armed with Ml 6 
rifles, entered the office of the 
Associated Press here, tore up 
some papers and transmission 
copy. They ordered the cor- 
respondents to halt all trans- 
missions and leave. The soldiers 
then took up positions outside the 
office and remained there, wit- 
nesses said. 

“The military is not making the 
mistake that Col. Alberto Natusch 
Busch made last November by let- 
ting the international press con- 
tinue to function,” one diplomatic 
source said. 


The reference was to the most 
recent military coup, when Col. 
Natusch took power and held it for 
just two weeks. Popular resis- 
tance, galvanised by a general 
strike, brought him down and 
congress elected Mrs. Gueiler, 5 1 .

India’s rocket 
puts satellite 
into earth orbit 


NEW DELHI, July 18 (R) - India gained entry into the exclusive- 
space club today by successfully putting a satellite into earth orbit 
and moved closer to achieving Intermediate Range Ballistic Missile 
(IRBM) capability. 

A 17-tonne four-stage rocket carrying a 35-k0ogramme satellite 
payload lifted into space early this morning from Sriharikota 
Island off the east coast and went into orbit minutes later. 

Prime Minister Indira Gandhi told jubilant members Of par- 
liament: “This is a notable achievement for India and Indi an 


science. 

The satellite will orbit the earth every 90 minutes, and Mrs. 
Gandhi said initial reports from tracking stations showed that it 
was functioning satisfactorily. 

Its main purpose is to measure the performance of the launch 
vehicle. 

An attempt to launch a satellite last August faded when the 
rocket fell into the Bay of Bengal minutes later. Two earlier Indian 
satellites, mainly for weather data collection, were put into orbit by 
the Soviet Union from its launching pads. 

The satellite as well as the rocket were built by Indian scientists 
without outside collaboration. 

The rocket took 10 years to build from the time it was designed 
on a drawing board, and with modifications could provide India 
with IRBM capability. 

The success has brought India into the space club of the United 
States, the Soviet Union, France, China and Japan. 

More than 2,000 scientists and journalists witnessed the lift-off 
at Sriharikota, and Mrs. Gandhi said in New Delhi It was a “great 
day for India." 

The “Rohini RS 1*’ satellite is built to last 100 days and has on 
board a set of instruments powered by a five-watt solar battery. 

The rocket which took Rohini into orbit was as tall as a seven- 
storey building and carried 14 tonnes of solid fuel.

Aiming for the best role of his life 


DETROIT — Mr. Ronald Reagan , who may be next 
president of the United States, is Main Street , 
America. He upholds nostalgic values ~ the family, 
hard work, patriotism. 


He is a 69-year-old ex-actor with a cinematic vision of the world, a 
“nice-guy” conservative whose message, written in his own personal 
shorthand on small index cards, has frightened some Americans. It 
has stirred others to believe that he can make the country great again. 

Now, long after he stopped acting, Mr. Ronald Reagan has the best 
role of his life. Wednesday night he became the Republican Party 
* nominee for president, and the November 4 election may give him 
the most powerful job in the western world. 

If be moves into the White House, he will follow presidents from 
all sorts of backgrounds: generals and tailors, patricians and pro- 


fessional politicians —and a peanut farmer wrestling with a harvest of 
discontent. 

In a sense, the handsome, boyishly-charming collector of careers— 
he has been a sports broadcaster, an actor, a trade union leader and a 
two-term California governor — has talked his way into the Repub- 
lican nomination. 

He speaks as no other politician in American life does, offering a 
vision that moves gracefully, albeit narrowly, from stirring images of 
America becoming “shining city on a hill,” to brusque warnings

‘Ford wanted too much power’ 


Reagan chooses 
George Bush

DETROIT, July 18 (Agencies) — 
Republican presidential nominee 
Mr. Ronald Reagan and Mr, 
George Bush, his running mate, 
began their campaign together 
yesterday, old rivals emphasising 
new harmony. Both men said that 
their ticket won’t suffer for the 
fact that Mr. Reagan tried and 
failed to install Mr. Gerald Ford as 
his vioe presidential nominee. 

Mr. Reagan also told President 
Jimmy Carter that he looks for- 
ward to debating with him in the 
autumn. Mr. Carter telephoned 
the Republican nominee to con- 
gratulate and to propose a series 
of debates. 

Mr. Bush said the spirit of vic- 
tory pervades the convention. 
“But if that spirit is to be trans- 
lated into reality, it's up to each 
and every one of us to help cany 
Ronald Reagan's message of a 
strong, free America the length 
and breadth of this land,” he said - 
in bis prepared acceptance speech. 

Mr. Ford said -he would do 
everything he could to help put 
Mr. Reagan in the White House'. 
But that did not include running 
with him. for lack of guarantees 
that as a former president, he 
would as vice president be guaran- 
teed a major role in administ- 
ration decision-making. 

A potential hitch to Mr. Bush’s 
satisfaction by the convention was 
eliminated when ardent con- 
servative Senator Jesse Helms, 
who had considered having his 
name removed in a protest of the 
Bush selection, declared his sup- 
port for both ends of the ticket. “ I 
support our ticket because our 
nominees have emphasised their 
faith in and their dedication to the 
platform adopted by this con- 
vention,” he told the dosing ses- 
sion. < 

Breaking precedent, Mr. 
Reagan went to the convention 
himself early yesterday to tell the 
delegates that he wanted Mr. Bush 
for vice president, and to confirm 
that there had been hours of 
negotiation aimed at putting Mr/ 
Ford on the ticket. 


Mr. Bush, a former U.N. 
ambassador and CIA director, 
confirmed that there had been 
some discussion of his differences 
with Mr. Reagan when they were 
rivals in the presidential primacy 
.elections. Mr. Bosh quit that cam- 
paign and endorsed Mr. Reagan 
on May 26. ”My view is that the 
big issues, the major issues in the 
fall will be the questions of unem- 
ployment and the economy and 
there are going to be questions of 
foreign affairs,” he said. 

Mr. Bush said he is in tune with 
Mr. Reagan on those issues. 
“...What I will be doing is 
emphasising the common 
ground,” Mr. Bush said. 

Mr. Reagan insisted that it 
wasn't correct to call Mr. Bush his 
second choice for the vice pres- 
idential nomination because the 
situation with Mr. Ford was so 
unique. But he confirmed, finally, 
that he had offered Mr. Ford the 
nomination. 

For hours, be and ex-president 
Ford bargained over Mr. Ford’s 
terms for becoming his running 
mate. 

Together the two men tried to 
devise something never before 
accomplished in American politics, 
the idea of a virtual co- president, a 
vice president with real powers 
and not just a ceremonial figure 
who has nothing to do bur wait in 
the wings for the president to 
either resign or die. 

Why the proposal, one which 
could have drastically changed the 
nature of the American pres- 
idency, came unstuck after hours 
of bargaining is a question that will 
be argued in political circles for 
months co come. 

Each side yesterday morning 
appeared to be at loggerheads 
over the reasons. Ford sources 
said the ex-president found the 
plan unworkable. Reagan sources 
said Mr. Ford wanted too much 
power — in effect he wanted an 
imperial vice-presidency. 

Mr. Reagan then named former 
U.N. ambassador George Bush as 
his running mate. 


against enemies within and without. 

Mr. Reagan, the experts say, is superb at articulating the fears of 
the average American. He is against welfare cheats, bureaucracies, 
government regulations and Communists. 

A standard Reagan line this campaign, with Americans worried 
about the country’s declining world image, is: “It's time we told the 
rest of the world we don't care whether they like us or not, we want to 
be respected ” 

He has also painted an image of the Soviet Union as a nation 
aggressively on the move, a country that cannot be trusted and is 
outstripping America in constructing weapons of destruction. 

Mr. Reagan has called detente an illusion and the second Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT II) a bad deal for the United States. 

Newsweek magazine quoted him as telling his oldest son, Michael, 
that he once had a vision of sitting around a table with Mr. Leonid 
Brezhnev negotiating SALT II. After listening to the Soviet pres- 
ident speak for an hour and a half, Mr. Reagan stood up and said: 
“Nyet.” 

“I don’t think Brezhnev has ever heard that word before,” he was 
quoted as saying. 

That vision, as Newsweek noted, was cinematic, as is much of Mr. 
Reagan's imagery. 

Mr. Reagan's political career began in earnest only 14 years ago 
when he became governor of California. 

He bad prepared for the role of governor by serving two terms as 
president of the screen actors' guild during the turbulent communist 
witchhunts of the 1950's and being for years a spokesman for con- 
servative causes. 

As a union chief, Mr. Reagan had supported the ousting of com- 
munists from Hollywood jobs, but he also defended actors wrongly 
accused of being too left-wing. 

He had been raised as a liberal Roosevelt Democrat and during the 
1940's he supported liberal causes — so many that some people 
thought he was a communist. 

His political turning point came when Hollywood divided on the 
communist issue. 

Mr. Reagan was born on February 6, 1911, to a poor family in 
Tampico, Illinois. His father was a shoe salesman frequently out of 
work due to alcoholism. 

After college, Mr. Reagan became a sports broadcaster in Iowa 
and then decided to go to Hollywood to become an actor. When he 
arrived there, an agent he met phoned Warner Brothers and 
declared, “I have the new Robert Taylor sitting in my office.” 

Since becoming governor of California, Mr. Reagan has tried three 
times for the party’s presidential nomination — in 1968, 1976 and 
this year. 

His 1976 run against former president Mr. Gerald Ford bitterly 
divided the party and was a factor in Mr. Ford's defeat that year for 
the presidency by political newcomer. Mr. Jimmy Carter. 

Whatever friction existed between the two men has now been 
healed and Mr. Ford has promised to campaign strongly for Mr. 
Reagan's election. 

Mr. Reagan's record as California governor was a moderate one. 

He is credited with reforming the state's welfare system and getting 
one of the nation’s most liberal abortion laws passed. Now, he is 
firmly opposed to abortion and claims he was wrong to have signed 
that bill. 

His rhetoric stands firmly on the right, but his aides insist that he is 
a practical politician. “He's as ideological as he can afford to be and 
still get something done." his press spokesman, said recently.

His remarks concerning the 
Soviet action in Afghanistan and 
Japan's own defense capabilities 
also reflected viewpoints that bad 
been espoused by Mr. Ohira and 
were been well received by U.S.
